RESUME CONSIDERATION AT 12:30. 
‘Washington, D. C., March 3, 2a. m.—([Spe- 
cal.

All indications at 
that time pointed to an all night session. 

At 1:35 o’clock the second roll call to de 
velop a quorum was ordered in the senate. 
The Democrats vainly tried to have the tariff 
measure laid aside and the sundry civil bill 
taken up. Senator Stone led the filibuster, 
in which the whole Democratic side ap- 
peared to be engaged. 

The house also was busy late at night mark- 
ing time and acting upon conference reports 
and senate measures as rapidly as they were 
received. 


Beveridge Bests Hale. 

Until 12:30 o'clock the night session in the 
senate was occupied with the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill, which was laid aside in an 
uncompleted state shortly after midnight. 

A contest was started immediately between 
Senator Hale, who wanted the senate to pro- 
ceed with the naval appropriation bill, and 
Senator Beveridge, who pressed for consid- 
eration of the unfinished business—the tariff 
board measure. It required a roll call to 
decide the issue in favor of Mr. Beveridge, the 
senate declining to proceed with the naval 
bill by a vote of 26 to 87. 

Republicans came to the conclusion some- 
what reluctantly that,the Democrats were 
in earnest in their filibuster against supply 
measures. After considering the sftuation, 
however, some of the senate leaders became 
of the opinion the administration might be 
led from a political pitfall if appropriation 
measures were forced into an extraordinary 
session. 


Democrats Threaten Trouble. 

The Democrats had been insisting during 
the afternoon that they would be glad to co- 
operate to pass the appropriatfon bills, but 
if these measures were to be held back of the 
tant board measure they still had some 
“very important ’’ speeches to make.

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New Theater Loses Money: 
Building Will Be Let. 


EW YORK, March 2.—[Special.]—-The net 
losses of the New theater during the 
last two years are $400,000. Under the 
circumstances ihe founders of the insti- 
tution can scarcely be harshly criticised 

for calling some kind of a halt and that Is 
precisely what they propose to do. 

In the first place it may be stated emphat- 
ically that the building in which the iInstitu- 
tion is housed will be used for other purposes 
during the years to come: This will be the 
last season in which what is known as the New 
Theater company will play at the theater on 
Sixty-second street and Central Park West. 

The theater next season will be let to who- 


is tet, If a manager desires to put a produc: 
tion in there he may rent the theater by the 
month or the week or otherwise it will prob- 
ably be let by the, performance. It is prac- 
tically settled that the Metropolitan Opera 
company will give a series of ballet perform- 
ances there some time during the season, and 
the Metropolitan company may rent the house 
for a few performances, notably the perform- 
ances of certain operas to Be sung in English. 
— b 

Next season a more complete section of the 
Russian imperial ballet will be brought over. 
At least thirty dancers from the opera in St. 
Petersburg, including Mlle. Karsavina and Mr. 
Mijinsky, will show New Yorkers many of the 
ballet divertissements which have been danced 
_with such success in Paris during the last few 
seasons. While no official announcements to 
the effect have been made, it has been semi- 
officially stated on several occasions that the 
dancers from the land of the czar will present 
their ballets in the New theater. 

There has also been some talk of perform- 
ances of opera in English and of the lighter 
French and Italian operas comique at the New 
theater. Whether this plan will see fruition 
during the coming season it is too early to gur- 
mise. But it is likely to be settled for the 
year following. 

As for the New theater company itself, the 
founders are by no means done with it. Next 
season the company will probably make some 
appearances in répertoire at some playhouse 
in Manhattan, after which it will be sent on 
tour, perhaps in sections. 

Several of the plays of the company which 
have been successful in presentation here will 


doubtless be leased out on a royalty basis. For 
instance, The Piper.” “The Blue Bird,” 
“Don,” and Nobody's Daughter,” will all

Let us rather remem- 
ber the splendid results that Mr. Stock ob- 
tained even with the irregular rehearsals that 
were held under the old order and look for- 
ward to a speedy return to the plane of former 
achievements.

So far as the altos and basses are concerned 
that work is already almost done. The sopranos 
and tenors are still unsatisfactory.*® The former 
attain that tonal unity that is the aim of choral 
ensemble only in piano and mezze-forte. fo 
soon as larger dynamic proportions aré attempt- 
ed the tone grows thin and the vocal mass 
breaks up into its individual parts. The tenors 
are even rougher. But they already command a 
greater volume of tone than the sopranos can 
attain. The altos are without fault and the 
basses nearly 80. 

It required a fine kind of courage to at 
a concert under these adverse conditions and 1 
goes without saying that the rather exacting 
program was accorded somewhat uneven pres- 
entation. In the simpler Palestrina and Vit- 
toria numbers the ensemble remained fairly 
steady and some fine tonal gradations resulted. 
The rare beauty of Herzogenberg’s motet Com- 
est Thou Light of Gladness” was in itself suffi- 
cient to compensate for a somewhat uneven 
‘performance and that number became the most 
convincing and satisfying of the evening. On 
the other hand the six sacred songs of Hugo 
Wolf failed of their wonted effect because of 
the poor ensemble of the sopranos and tenors.

The Hutts were married on Jan. 17, 1908, 
and the artist says when he first met the 
‘girl who became his wife she came to him 
seeking work as a professional model, hav- 
ing been employed by Charles Dana Gibson, 
A. B. Wenzel, and others. Posing was her 
only means of support so far as Hutt knows. 


Lived Happily for Three Years. 

Mrs. Hutt in her affidavit says for the first 
three years of their married life they lived 
happily and had no particular differences. 
She had unlimited credit at the best stores 
fin the city, but while her husband paid over 
$7,000 a year for their living expenses she 
dressed herself on only $1,000 a year. 

In 1906, she says, her husband began to 
@rink heavily and talked of having delusions. 
Once she awoke to find his hand at her throat 
choking her, she says. He went to a phys- 
feal culture place and quit drinking for a 
while, but two men she declines to nama, 
she states, had an evil influence over him 
and he began drinking again. : 

Mr. Hutt names these men and they thak 
affidavit for him. They are B. Cory Kilvert 
and George Clarke, a publisher. 9 

In February, 1908, Mrs. Hutt says, Hutt 
was sick and promised to reform, but did not. 
She took her boy over to the home of her 
eunt. Mrs. Hutt says she returned to her 
husband because Penrhyn Stanlaws came 
and told her Hutt was seriously fll at a hotel 
and that it was feared he might do himself 
injury, and she was the only person who 
had any influence over him.

Things at West Baden 


Training Camp. 


PRACTICE BEST OF TRIP. 


Manager Chance and Players to 
Pack Up Today and Depart 
for New Orleans.

West Baden, Ind., March 2.—[Special.}— 
Spring came back to the valleys today and 
spread warm sunshine over the Chicago 
Cubs for the best day of the training trip 
so far. Besides a slashing workout of two 
hours on the diamond by. both veterane and 
recrults there was a daylight holdup right 
near the hotel that created a stir among the 
guests and caused four of the bravest of the 
Cubs to go in pursuit of the bandits. 

The victim was H. Mayer of Edmonton, 
Canada. He was not a guest of the house 
where the Cubs are quartered, but claimed 
he had gone with two men to a little old 
wooden church about 200 yards from the hotel 
and back in the woods. He said they were 
going there to shoot craps on the steps in 
the sunshine and when he produced a roll of 
$500 for the game the two men knocked him 
down, grabbed the money, and ran over the 
hill. 

Cub Posse on Trail. 

The story of the bruised and battered vic- 
tim caused a sensation inthe lobby. It was 
11 o'clock, when all were loitering and wait- 
ing for the cali to lunch, that Joe Tinker 
stepped to the front and called for volunteers. 
King Cole, Buck Weaver, and Heinie Zim- 
merman responded. These four formed a 
posse and scoured the surrounding hills vow- 
ing vengeance, but all returned in time for 
afternoon practice. They were covered with 
cockleburs and clay, but had found no 
tracks even of the desperadoes. They now 
are wondering if Mr. H. Mayer was on the 
square with them or if he hadn't been bumped 
in a game and framed up the holdup just to 
square things at home.

They have not only attempted 
te block the proposal to make the hospital 
a great laboratory where all women will be 
welcome to advance medical work for wom- 
en, but have attempted to gain control of the 
hospitad and make it more exclusive than 


ever, 
Says Matron Is Necessary. 
“The matter of the lay superintendent 
was seized upon as means of making trouble. 
The situation in every hospital in Chicago 
was studied before Mrs. Ferguson was ap- 
pointed. We found everywhere that the 
management of hospitals was considered ase 
business and business men and business wom- 
en had supplanted phyeicians. We adopted 
the same policy and have deen delighted 
with the results. The superintendent at- 
tends only to the business of the hospital, 
of course, and does not interfere with the 
profeseional -work. 
“It is a shame that the diphtherta matter 
should become public, as such matters al- 
ways frighten people who have friends in 
hospitals. It is a common thing for a con- 
tagioue disease to break out in e hospital, 
| but it seldom spreads, and no harm is done 
unless it gets into the papers. In this case 
three infants developed the disease almost 
simultaneously, and the health department 
was notified at once. One child was removed 
to the Isolation hospital. One showed a neg- 
ative culture, according to the health de- 
partment, but was isolated nevertheless and 
died at the age of sixty-two hours. The third 
was too ill to be taken to the Isolation hos- 
pital, but has been isolated completely and 
is now well. Every possible precaution has 
been taken. 
“If the doctors who were dismissed had 
any complainte they did not make them to 
the board. They made them to third par- 
ties, and when the board invited them to pro- 
sent their charges they refused.” 


Dr. Vam Hoosen Tells Complaint, 
Dr. Van Hoosen, when asked at night 
what complaint she would have made if 
she had been heard by the board, said: 
“The chief complaint ts that A ley per- 
son bas been placed at the head of the hoes- 
pital and given ‘absolute power to the ex- 
clusion of the etaff.

A limit of $1,000 is 
placed upon any loan in this classification. 

It was drawn by the committee which in- 
cluded George P. High, representing the In- 
dustrial club; M. V. Wellington, the Legal 
Ald society; John V. Farwell, the Commer- 
cial club; A. C. Rishel, the City club, and 
Marvin B. Poole, the Association of Com- 
merce. :
